War is always a horrible pos- 
sibility, but when divested of its 
personal and political details it 
cannot but possess a peculiar fas- 
cination for the engineer, especial 
ly since engineering has so largely 
entered into all the methods of 
modern war f are. Sin<\> the last 
greal war Hie machinery of warfare 
has been almost entirely recreated, 
and indeed many devices have 
been invented, constructed and 
become obsolete, without ever hav- 
ing had a chance to show what 
they were worth in actual combat. 
Should the great powers become 
involved in warfare, however, there 
in no doubt that numerous me- 
chanical devices, till now kept secret. 
will appear in various lines of light- 
ing machinery, and i! is not im- 
possible that as in the days of the 
monitor, armaments and equip- 
ments upon which millions have 
been spent will Ijnd themselves 
relegated lo the el 
overnight 

The restlesi he in- 

ventor is almost as much of a banc 
to the leaders of commercial war- 
fare as lo the war lords of militar- 
ism. It has been said, and doubt- 
less with truth, thai the managers 
of the great commercial combina- 
tions e uisidrr the possibilities of 
superseding inventions as the 
grealest element of risk in their 
calculations. From this point of 
attack industrial combinat ions are 
almost helpless, for no degree of 
business skill can avail when 
whole plants are renderi d obsolete 

by the advenl of some new device 
or process which may supplant the 

entire method of manufacture, if 
not the product itself. It is this 

equalizing element which may, in 

obedience tO the law of supply and 

demand, check i<> a "real extern 

the growth of commercial combina- 
tions, intended to control produc- 
tion, prices and business The 
verj success of a business combina- 
tion seta inventors to work devis- 
ing methods, processes and ma- 
chines to acorn pi ish similar results 

by oilier means, and no man knows 
what a day may bring forth when 

the tine of Invention is tui ned in 
any one definite direction. The 
natural laws of the physical forces 

must control in the end, and it is 

to those laws that ihc development 
of the commercial side, as well as 
the technical portion of human in- 
dustry, must look for ultimate guid- 
ance i 'nssi I's Magazim .

It is many, many yean ago — 
perhaps thirty, perhaps more — 
since Henry M. Genet, the deaf- 
mule cabinet maker, instructed the 
boys of Fan wood in the noble art 

of wood-working. 

In those days, and for years 
afterwards, in the earlier days of 
his successor, John Clearwater, the 
" shop buildings" wore simply a 
row of wooden sheds, and the tools 
wore of a primitive pattern and 
substantial make. 

The boys worked chiefly in pine, 
and some of the " wardrobes, ' of 
plain and severe make, can still be 
seen in the Institution. 

A fine-looking brick building, 
three stories high, with clock lower, 
waa erected iu 1869, and the oar- 

pentei shop look on a more import- 
ant aspect iu its improved quarters. 

But the old-time tools and methods 
Still held sway. In 1884, on the 
retirement of John Clearwater, Ins 
son Edward, who had been his as- 
sistant for several years, succeeded 
to the position of foreman of the 
carpenter shop, which position he 
still retains, beino assisted by Mi. 
William lander. 

When the Trades Schools build- 
ing was destroyed by lire, in April, 
1895, all the old tools, appliances, 
etc., wore cremated. Thus it is 
that to-day the carpentry and 
cabinet-making school, on the first 
floor of the new building, erected 
on the site of the old one. is better 
lilted with tools of modern make 
and all the devices in the way of 
improved cabinet benches, vises, 
hand and bench clamps, etc. 

The exhibits of work done are 

very creditable to ibe boys,* and 

there is every kind of fundamental 
work Included, such as dovetailing, 
blind dovetailing, paneling, dowel 

iiii. and mitering. 

At the present time, the pupils 
have jus) completed four miniature 
desks, of the Hat pattern, wilh side 
drawers, besides large office desks, 
all of which are in walnut or oak. 

There are also nearing completion, 

large section of book-eases with a 
cabinet base for the museum. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
exhibit is a small house, four feet 
by three feel in length and width, 

respectively, and two stories high 
with attic It is nicely finished 

both inside and out, and contains 
ils rooms — four on each floor — 
partitioned in excelled style, with 
doois and staircases, windows, 
chimneys, and every detail of a 
building for ordinary living pur- 
poses. There is a plana running 
entirely around it. and on the roof 
i> a balcony from which rii 
three-toot flagstaff, The height to 
the top of the flagstaff from the 
floor of the piazza is about seven 
feci. The whole ia painted a dark 
red with black trimmings. Look- 
ing at this from the standpoint of 
education, and taking into consi- 
deration thai it is the work of a 
pupil, it reflects great credit upon 
both boy and master. 

During the past year, there have 
been added a turning-lathe and a 
W. These are run by steam 
power, as also is the grindstone, 
and are enclosed by a railing, so 
that only those who arc working on 
them have access to the machinery 

Some id' the larger boys have 
proved apt pupils in scroll sawing 
and turning, From the lathe, 
table legs, chair legs and rungs, of 
varied design and neat workman- 
ship, have been turned out ; and the 
products of the jig-saw arc many 
and varied such as a watch-hold- 
er, a locomotive and passenger ear, 
a bicycle, towel lack, wall pocket 

some show ing wonderful accuracy 
of line and delicacy of execution.
